DRESSED 
TO THRILL 

If there's one exhibition you go 
and see at the London museums 
this spring, make it A/exonder 
McQueen: Savage Beauty, at the 
Victoria and Albert Museum. 
Showing from 14 March - 2 
August, this will be the first time 
this fantastic retrospective will 
be seen in Europe. Originally 
curated by Andrew Bolton for 
the New York Metropolitan 
Museum's Costume Institute back 
in 2011, it has been updated by the 
V&As senior curator of fashion, 

Claire Wilcox. The exhibition 
celebrates the extraordinary talent 
of one of the most creative British 
designers of recent times. It covers 
McOueen's entire spectrum, from 
his 1992 MA graduate show to his 
unfinished A/W 2010 collection. 
McCueen was well known for his 
innovative knitwear and sent many 
intricate or over-the-top knitted and 
crocheted pieces down the runway. 
McCueen was also fascinated by 
William Morris and the Arts and Crafts 
Movement, the influence of which 
was seen in many collections, 
though perhaps most 
obviously in his S/S09 
collection, which included 
hessian dresses embroidered with 
wool, silk and cotton using the same 
crewel work technique William Morris 
used in the 19th century. We can't wait to see these 
incredible creations 'in the flesh' so make sure you don't

1. Debbie Bliss 
Eco Baby Prints 



Eco Baby Prints is a softly twisted 
yarn made from 100% cotton and is 
the latest addition to Debbie Bliss's 
Fair Trade collection. As the name 
suggests, it's a multi-coloured 
version of Eco Baby, which knits to 
the same standard tension of 25 sts 
and 34 rows. If you tend to avoid 
working with cotton yarns because 
you find they are too firm then you 
may be pleasantly surprised to 
find that this has a soft, dry handle 
and a subtle sheen that enhances 
the variegated colouring. There 
is a choice of 10 shades available, 
including shade 05 Meadow, 
shown here, and design support 
can be found in the Eco Baby Prints 
book, which features 10 designs 
for your precious little ones. Gentle 
washing at 30°c is recommended. 
May also be dry cleaned with care 
but do not tumble dry.

This 
is a high quality, great value yarn 
that works well for garments in a 
variety of stitches from stocking 
and garter stitch to big, open lace 
(a big trend for this spring) and 
cables but it's ideal for knitted 
home accessories and crochet 
designs too. Design support can 
be found in a collection of single 
leaflets, which feature patterns for 
all the family. Available in a palette 
of eight classic shades including 
shade 007 Herb, shown here, with 
that lovely cotton washed-out, 
slightly sun-faded look. Machine 
washable at 40°c on a wool cycle. 
May also be dry cleaned with care 
but do nottumble dry or iron.

no-nonsense yarn with a luxurious 
twist. It's a blend of 70% wool and 
30% baby alpaca, which gets its 
gentle sheen and superior softness 
from the baby alpaca content 
and knits up evenly, producing 
a cosily warm fabric with crisply 
defined stitches. This yarn knits to 
a standard DKtension so you'll no 
doubt have plenty of patterns in 
your library that can be reworked 
but if you fancy something new 
then visit the website where you'll 
find new patterns by a variety of 
established designers all available 
in PDF format. There is a palette 
of 16 classic shades available 
including shade 2502 Burnt Sienna, 
shown here. Gentle washing at 
30°c is recommended. May also be 
dry cleaned but do not tumble dry.

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4. La Pelote Parisienne 


Jackson 



Blended from 53% acrylic, 46% 
virgin wool and 1% polyamide. La 
Pelote Pa risienne's Jackson is a 
chunky yarn with a spongy texture 
where two slubbed yarns are 
wrapped by a fine, crimped, accent 
coloured binder. With a standard 
tension of 16 sts and 18 rows, it 
knits up quickly on 5mm needles 
producing a firm but lightweight 
fabric with a spongy texture that 
has a marled colour effect and 
tiny irregular flashes of the accent 
colour throughout. If you prefer a 
more supple, open textured fabric 
you may like to experiment with 
a larger sized needle. There are 
just five marled shades to choose 
from, including Aqua F. Vert, shown 
here, which is the only option 
that features a neon green binder 
ratherthan pink. Hand washing is 
recommended. May also be dry 
cleaned but do not tumble dry or 
hang the finished garment.

Made from 100% cotton, Rowan 
Tetra Cotton has an intriguing 
construction and colouring. It s 
made up of two fine, tubular 
knitted yarns held side by side, 
one of which is a solid base colour 
whilst the other is coloured with 
a complementary base shade 
intermittently dyed with contrasting 
accents. When knitted up this 
creates a two-tone effect with 
irregular horizontal flashes of the 
accent colours. It s a clever effect 
that adds interest to this lightweight 
yarn, which has a spongy texture 
and cool, dry handle. There's a 
choice of eight shades available 
including shade 008 Garda, 
shown here, and design support 
can be found in the Tetra Cotton 
pattern booklet, which features a 
collection of stylish, easy-to-wear 
garments for both men and women 
designed by Lisa Richardson. Hand 
washing at 30°c is recommended. 
May also be dry cleaned but do not 
tumble dry.

6. Ella Rae 
Cozy Soft 



Ella Rae Cozy Soft is a plied and 
gently twisted blend of 25% 
superwash wool and 75% acrylic. 
It's a great no-nonsense yarn with a 
good metreageand slinky, smooth 
texture, which knits up evenly, 
producing a soft handled, durable 
fabric with beautifully crisp stitches. 
This richly coloured and highly 
lustrous yarn is bound to be a hit 
with those of you who knit lots of 
baby and kids' knits as it will wear 
well, is easy to care for and comes 
in a varied palette of 20 shades 
including shade 25 Tangerine, 
shown here. Although at the time 
of going to print there were no 
new patterns available, there's a 
selection of single leaflets featuring 
cute cardigans and sweaters for 
little girls using Cozy Soft Prints, 
which knits to the same tension. 
Washing at 30°c is recommended. 
Dry flat, do not tumble dry or iron.

Beachcomber 



Made from 100% cotton. Sirdar 
Beachcomber is constructed from 
a soft, roving slub wrapped with a 
fine cotton thread, which gives the 
yarn its strength. It has a space-dyed 
colour effect, which when knitted 
creates a hand-painted effect that 
interestingly works vertically in the 
sample rather than horizontally as 
expected. As you would expect 
from a slub yarn though, the knitted 
fabric has an irregular, open texture 
and is cool and lightweight with 
a soft, dry handle. Each of the 
12 shades available has a name 
evocative of summer beach scenes 
and range from saturated brights 
to cooler neutrals such as shade 
261 Collecting Shells, shown here. 
Design support can be found in the 
form of both single leaflets and the 
One Day in Summer booklet, which 
features 16 designs for women 
and girls, plus there's also a free 
shawl pattern available. Machine 
washable at 40°c on a wool cycle. 
May also be dry cleaned with care 
but do not iron.

Juniper Moon Farms Moonshine is 
an indulgent blend of 40% wool, 
40% alpaca and 20% silk. It's an 
extremely strong yarn with a softly 
twisted construction that knits up 
smoothly to a standard tension of 
20.5 sts and 28 rows on 4.5mm 
needles. Although the percentage 
of alpaca is relatively high, it has 
only a slight blur so the stitches are 
evenly formed and well-defined, 
particularly when used for slip 
stitch textures like that shown 
above.

With so many social media sites available, which one is right 
for you? In the first of a three-part series, Sian Hamilton 
introduces her guide to Instagram and explains 
why it's more than just a pretty picture. 



U nderstanding social media is 

essential if you have any designs on 
self-promotion. Whether it s a clear 
business plan or a desire to show more 
than just your friends and family the fruits of 
your knitting labours, there comes a point when 
you take a look at the expanding world of social 
media and wonder which, if any, you should be 
using. Instagram has become a familiar name 
but maybe it s one of the options that you keep 
saying you are going to try, then just don't get 
time to look at. Well, it really is a site that you 
should be engaging with, as its popularity is 
growing steadily, with around 200 million users 
across the world. Currently it's the younger set 
that love Instagram, with nearly 40% of users in 
the 18-30 age bracket and 23% of teens saying 
it's their favourite site (blog.instagram.com). 

So with over 20 billion photos shared so far on 
Instagram, where do you or your business fit in? 



personal images, though, with 
your knitting. For instance, the 
occasional picture of your cat 
sitting on your current WIP will 
build followers and likes. 

Posting photos 

When the account is set up 
and ready, you simply take a 
photo using the icon that is in 
the centre at the bottom of the 
screen (square with a circle in it) 
or find one from your device's 
photo album, then apply a filter 
and add a few words. This is 
where you need to add #hashtags 
to help others find your post. 

Then publish.

What is Instagram? 

Instagram is a mobile photo and video sharing 
app for iOS, Android and Windows phones. 
With the ability to add digital filters to images, 
it makes a standard lacklustre photo look far 
more appealing. You can also caption the 
image and add hashtags. 

Set up an account and find friends 

Instagram is an app, so after downloading it, 
you need to create an account (currently it's 
free). Like many other apps, after creating an 
account you can opt to import friends from 
your device's contact list or you can find them 
by searching names and usernames. Simply 
click the 'follow' button to add someone to 
your list. Instagram gives you the option to 
require authorisation before others can follow 
you and view your posts; if you want this then 
you'll need to find the 'Photos are private' tab 
and click 'on'. One thing to think about if setting 
up an Instagram account for your business is 
to make up an appropriate username; this isn't 
necessarily your own name. If you want to use 
this app for personal images as well, you would 
be wise to create two accounts and keep one 
to just business; after all you might not want 
future customers to see your selfie from a 
night out with friends! It is good to share some 



First introduced by Twitter and now working 
across many social media sites, a hashtag is 
the hash symbol # in front of words. Tags are 
used to help organise searched-for content 
and categorise images. For example, a knitter 
posts an image of a new design and uses the 
hashtags, #knitting, #Fairisleand #Merino. 
When anyone searches for the term 'knitting' 
or 'Fairisle' they will get that picture in the 
results and can then choose to follow the 
knitter. That person can also 'like' the image, 
which then spreads the image to even more 
people. One thing to remember with hashtags, 
if you have made your account private then only 
your followers can find your hashtags when 
they do a search. 

Be hashtag savvy 

The statistics show that the hashtag #knitting 
has over 2 million search tags, so that means 
your post will come up somewhere in that 2 
million, so your post is unlikely to be seen. Try 
to make your tags more specific but general 
enough that they will be used as search terms; 
ie #chunkycables, #laceknitting etc. Instagram 
allows up to 30 hashtags per post, but it's 
not necessarily a good idea to add tags just 
because you can. Potential followers could be 
put off if you are tagging every possible word 
that relates to your image. 



Instagram allows you to share your posts on 
other sites. So if you have Facebook or Twitter 
accounts, whether they are personal accounts 
or for your business, then it's a great idea to 
share all of your images across all of them for 
maximum exposure. Any hashtags attached to 
the post will also work across the other sites too. 




To conclude 



Behind-the-scenes shots of what you are doing 
and making is a great way to build a relationship 
with your followers instead of bombarding 
them with retail pics of what you have for sale. 

So try to post friendly, interesting images that 
engage people to follow, comment and like the 
post. Comment on other images you like and 
be relevant (so no commenting from a business 
account on your 
friends' latest evening 
out). Remember 
to keep posting 
as regularly as you 
can to help build a 
following and try to 
make it fun for you 
as well as others; if 
you enjoy doing it 
then you are far 
more likely to 
continue! •

With yarn 
on your side 

Carol Parkes' guide on how to make successful yarn choices to suit your purpose 



G iven the multitude of gorgeous yarns 
now available, how can you be sure 
to choose the right yarn to suit your 
purpose? It is so easy to get carried away by a 
beautiful, squishyyarn all neatly presented in a 
ball or hank. You imagine how lovely it will be to 
knit with, so you buy it and set off on your project. 

Many long-time knitters have learned the hard 
way as to which yarn will make a successful end 
product and which will not. In this article I look at 
how to make more successful yarn choices and 
how to get that yarn on your side. Here are five 
major things to consider when choosing yarn. 



that cardigan may start to look unkempt, pilled, 
and snagged. The yarn really does have to be 
robust enough. You also may need to knit it 
with a closer tension so the fabric is less likely to 
snag. I have found that yarns that are well spun 
tend to be more robust. The less spun or looser 
the construction of the yarn, the more likely it is 
that it will pill or snag. Generally, the softer and 
loftier the yarn looks on the ball, the less robust 
it is likely to be knitted up. For example, Fairisle 
jumpers that have lasted a lifetime are knitted 
with well-spun Shetland wool. They probably 
wouldn't have survived if they were made using 
a lightly spun or multi-stranded Merino. 




Does it need to be washed frequently 
or easily? 

Even though you may take great care when 
laundering, others may not have time to. I 
once watched a lovely lady in my knitting 
group complete a beautiful cardigan for a two 
year old. It was an intricate cable pattern in a 
lovely pure wool yarn. I was wincing inside as 
she showed us, hoping that the busy mother 
wouldn't shove it in the washing machine with 
everything else on a hot wash. Thick cottons 
can also be a problem; they can take ages to 
dry and they can be easily pulled out of shape. 
If washing the article is a chore or, even worse, 
makes the item balloon out of shape, then your 
lovely knitting may be relegated to the back 
of a drawer or put in a dog basket. It is worth 
checking online reviews or forums such as 
Ravelry (www.ravelry.com), to see how other 
people have fared when washing items made 
from the yarn you are interested in. 

Practical lifestyle issues 

It may seem obvious, but it is really worth 
considering what sort of lifestyle the wearer 
of the item has. Not everyone is as sensible as 
a knitter, knowing when it is practical to wear a 
particular knitted garment. Be especially careful 
about giving delicate, lacy handknits to non- 
knitting cat lovers and gardeners with 
a penchant for roses! 



1. What will it be used for? 

Who are you knitting for and when are they likely 
to wear or use it? This may have been so obvious 
to our grandmothers' generation when knitting 
was an essential way of clothing the family. They 
would ensure that the garment was useable and 
long-lasting -they couldn't afford not to. Knitters 
of old may have had practicality and economy to 
consider but at least they were not overwhelmed 
with choice of yarn. They didn't have the vast 
range of yarns to choose from that we do 
now and they were certainly not tempted by a 
fantastic array of yarns on the internet. 

Before you spend hours knitting something, 
think about the following to ensure the 
finished product is 'fit for purpose'. 



Does it need to be robust 
enough for regular use or 
for children's use? 

As lovely is it may look 
when you have finished 
it, after a few outings 
on a child's back in 
a playground.

2. Beware of yarn quirks 

Trial and error and talking to other, more 
experienced, knitters has helped me understand 
about the strange things that certain yarns can 
do. Here are some particular yarn quirks. 

Roving or very loosely spun yarn 

This is like soft clouds of fleece and is heavenly 
to knit with on fat wooden needles. The finished 
the article looks so soft and snuggly. However, 
anyone who has knitted with this will know that 
it has the unfortunate habit of pilling really easily. 
It can end up looking really tatty with great 
clumps of pilled fleece hanging off it, especially 
if you use it for a garment that has lots of wear 
and friction. It is best to use it for projects where 
it won't get rubbed too much; hot water bottle 
covers or cushion covers, for example. 

Multi-stranded yarns 

Why is it that certain yarns when knitted up cause 
the knitting to look a bit odd? Instead of a nice 
regular 'v' on stocking stitches the left hand side 
of the 'v' is more vertical. It makes the knitting look 
like it has vertical stripes in it -so-called 'tramlines'. 
I went to an excellent knitting course run by Hilary 
Grundy last year and she explained that this is 



a particular quirk of certain yarns that are multi- 
stranded. It doesn't occur with yarns that are two, 
three orfour plied. Although you can tease out the 
end of the yarn and count the constituent strands, 
it may be safer to check by doing a tension square. 
If you don't like the look of tramlines, then use 
these yarns for projects that are not using stocking 
stitch as the main stitch. It doesn't show on garter, 
moss or other types of stitch. 

Metallic threads 

There are some lovely modern yarns that include 
a metallic thread in them to make the yarn 
shimmer. It is worth bearing in mind two things 
when using these yarns. Firstly, you have to be 
very careful when you are knitting to pick up the 
whole of the yarn on your needles and not miss 
the thin, metallic part. I have found I need to knit 
with this in good light to avoid missed metallic 
threads sticking out of the knitting. Secondly, 
these garments need to be treated carefully as 
it is easy to catch the metallic threads on your 
jewellery or on other sharp edges. Therefore, 
they are not really suitable for 'knockabout' wear. 

Loosely plied yarns 

Some yarns are very loosely plied in their 



construction. I have particularly noticed this with 
some cottons and bamboo viscose yarns. They 
can be difficult to work with as the yarn tends 
to separate easily and it is easy to split the yarn 
with your needles. It requires careful knitting in a 
good light to make sure you have caught all the 
plies and there aren't loose bits hanging adrift. 
The finished article needs to be used quite 
carefully to prevent snagging. 

3. Think of your size 

Sometimes it can be difficult to put your finger 
on why a garment just doesn't look right when 
tried on. It may be the right size and colour but 
the 'scale' might be wrong. I referred to this in 
an earlier article in Knitting {But Does it Suit You? 

- issue 118, August 2013). A large-framed person 
can generally take bulkier yarns as these are more 
congruent with their size. Smaller framed, petite 
people can look utterly swamped in a chunky knit 
garment, instead they look better in finer knits, 
even though these may take longer to knit. 

4. Think of your patience and 
skill level 

It is easy to get rather idealistic when buying 
yarn and choosing patterns. Although it

you are buying through the internet. It is easier if 
you are buying in an intact bag often but if you 
need more, then check. # 



is good to keep learning and challenging 
yourself, you do need to keep an eye on past 
habits. Taking on a major project in a lace 
weight or 4 ply yarn that requires you to cast 
on hundreds of stitches on tiny needles is not 
for those with little patience or time. It may 
take very many hours to complete. Some 
people have 'startitis' - they get excited about 
starting new projects and get bored sticking 
to long-winded ones. Avoid being lured into 
unrealistic projects that never get finished. 



5. Buying enough yarn and 
dye lots 

Using different dye lots of the same 
shade of yarn can ruin the look of a 
garment. Even though they may look 
'similar enough' as balls of yarn, 
once knitted up they can cause 
very obvious patches or stripes 
of colour change. If it is really not 
possible to buy the same dye lot 
then it is better to use the different 
lots evenly spaced out through 
the knitting, rather than bunched 
together. To be on the safe side 
for larger projects, buy a ball or 



two more than stated rather than risk having to 
buy a different dye lot later on. It is also worth 
overtly checking about dye lots with the seller if

Cast on using 2 needle method to obtain a loose 
edge (this is sometimes called 'the knit stitch cast- 
on').

To attach the mane, cut lengths of yarn B to 
about 10cm (4in). Taking two lengths at a time, 
bend both in half. Use a crochet hook to pull the 
loop through a dc stitch at the top of the head 
between the ears. Pass the cut ends through 
the loops, then pull the cut ends so that the knot 
lies at the top of the head. Continue with this 
fringing technique along the top of the head 
and a little way down the back of the neck. 

To attach the tail, follow the instructions for 
attaching the mane and make the strands twice 
as long. #

To match the sizes and measurements given in our patterns you must 
make a tension swatch (gauge) before knitting the project. If your swatch 
turns out larger than ours, try again using smaller needles. If it is too small, 
try larger needles. 

Sewing up 



1 Before you sew knitted pieces together, pin the pieces flat to the 
measurements given on our diagrams. 

2 Steam press, lightly steam or spray lightly with water depending 
on washing instructions on the ball band. 

3 Allow pieces to cool and dry before sewing up. 

4 To sew up use the yarn you knitted with. Or, if the yarn is textured 
and hard to sew, use a smooth matching yarn - cotton with cotton, 
wool with wool, etc. 

5 Many garments can be made up by sewing shoulder seams first, 
then setting in sleeve head to armhole, then completing 

by sewing along the long seam of the sides and sleeves. 

Each pattern has extra tips where necessary. 

6 Darn in all ends and finish seams by lightly steaming from wrong 
side, provided the yarn can be steamed. 

Choosing alternative yarns 



1 Choose a modern yarn that you like, with a similar look, 
composition and weight to the one in the old pattern. 

2 Knit a tension swatch (gauge) and compare it to the one 
given in the pattern. If they both come out to the same size, 
you're onto a winner! 

3 Calculate how much yarn to buy. Many patterns tell you the length 
of yarn in each ball as well as the weight. So if the pattern uses 

10 balls at 130 metres per ball, you know you need up to 1,300 
metres of yarn. Check the length per ball of your new yarn and 
divide the total yarn length by the length in one ball to get the 
number of balls you need to make the item. 

4 Compare the total weight of each yarn length. For example if the 
original pattern had 10 balls at 50g each, the total weight would 
be 500g. Now that you have worked out how many balls of 
new yarn you are buying, just multiply the number of balls by the 
weight per ball. That should roughly match the 500g total that 
you had for the old yarn. It's just another way to check that you 
are on the right track. 

5 Use this same method to substitute yarns for modern patterns, 
where the yarn is too expensive or difficult to obtain, or if you just 
want to use up yarn in your stash.

Attempting amigurumi^L^ 

Q I've always knitted since 
learning as a small child and 
have learnt a number of crafts 
over the years such as patchwork, 
embroidery and paper crafts. Something that 
has recently begun to interest me is amigurumi. 
I'm fascinated at the detail that can be achieved 
on such a small scale and the designs always 
look such fun. I'd like to give it a try and add it to 
my portfolio of craft skills but whilst my knitting 
is more accomplished, my crochet skills aren't. Is 
there a pattern that would suit a crochet novice 
like me or better yet is there a knitted equivalent? 

JennyJames by email 

A Fun is a word that definitely characterises 
amigurumi but whilst you thinkthat it only 



applies to crochet the Japanese term refers to 
the craft of making small stuffed figures and 
actually refers to both knitting and crochet. 

Because the finished items tend to be small, 
the patterns generally call for yarns no thicker 
than DK, which means it's a great way of using 
up scraps from your stash. The pieces can 
be worked either flat or in the round using 
a slightly smaller hook or needle in orderto 
create a slightly firmer fabric than normal, which 
prevents the stuffing from poking through 
the stitches. Once stuffed, the pieces are 
carefully sewn together and the little creature 
can be finished off with eyes, nose, mouth or 
any other embellishments you might wish to 
add to make it as cute as possible. Even if you 
weren't an experienced crafter this would be an 
inexpensive craft to get into as you could soon 
get underway with just the following tools: 

• 3.7mm crochet hook or a set of 3.75mm 
double pointed needles 

• DK yarns in assorted colours 

• Toy stuffing (synthetic or natural as 
preferred) 

• Darning needle for sewing up and 
embroidery 

This of course isn't a definitive list and you 
can add to it as you progress. To get started as 
a crochet novice you'll need to know how to 
make a chain, work a single crochet (US terms) 
or double crochet (UK terms), basic increases, 
decreases and how to work in the round. 

Have a look at crochet designer Stacey 
Trock Hunter's blog. Fresh Stitches (www. 
freshstitches.com/beginneramigurumi), 
which is full of patterns, kits, tips plus a really 
helpful beginners' guide. It's well illustrated 
with plenty of photographs and includes lots 
of information from choosing yarns, different 
types of stuffing and assembling your pieces to 
getting started and working in rounds. 

Asa more experienced knitter you're way 



beyond the knit 
basics but just 
for reference you 
need to know 
how to knit, 
purl, increase, 
decrease and 
how to work in the 
round on double 
pointed needles 
(although you can 
of course work 
flat on straight 
needles and then sew the pieces together). 

There are plenty of great books out there to help 
you get started. Amigurumi by Lan-Anh Bui and 
Josephine Wan is great for beginners, or if you 
want to stick to knitting. Knitting Mochimochi 
by Anna Hrachovec or Little Knitted Creatures 
by Amy Gaines are both great places to start 
(all available from www.thegmcgroup.com). 



Arm knitting 

Q What can you tell me about 'arm knitting'? 
I've heard this is the 'latest craze' in America. 

Is it, as it sounds, literally using your arms to 
knit?! I can't see how this could work. Where 
can I find patterns and do you need special 
yarn to get started? 

L Grace by email 

A In the words of a certain well-known timber 
care brand, arm knitting does exactly what is 
says on the tin (well, you know what I mean). It is 
indeed literally knitting with your arms instead 
of needles. What I love about knitting is that it's 
a craft that is constantly evolving with designers 
and artists finding ingeniously new ways of 
producing the basic knit and purl stitch. 

The origin of arm knitting is thought to have 
been developed by artist Marta Cantos who 
came up with the technique back in 2009. She 
found it was the perfect vehicle for working with 
her hand dyed chunky 'thick and thin' yarns, 
which she dyed and sold in her shop Marta's 
Yarns in Melbourne, Australia. Oh yes, when it 
comes to selecting yarns, it's basically a case 
of the bigger the better so start with a chunky 
weight. Something like Rowan Big Wool or Rico 
Fashion Gigantic Mohair is ideal but instead of 
a single end, try using three ends held together 
for mega results (if you're feeling really creative 
you could even make your own yarn from T shirt 
fabric cut into narrow strips). 
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As with regular knitting the process begins 
with a cast-on similar to a standard long tail 
cast-on where the stitches are created on your 
arm as opposed to a needle. From here you'll 
be working the stitches in rows; first knitting 
from the right arm onto the left, then knitting 
from the left arm back to the right, but always 
with the right side of the fabric facing you. The 
main advantage is that once you've mastered 
the basics you can knit yourself a scarf in as little 
as half an hour. One slight disadvantage though 
is that if you're home alone and the doorbell 
rings then you'll either have to drop what you're 
doing or ignore your visitor. There are lots of 
tutorials available online and most of the 'how 
to' videos will show you the basics like how to 
cast on, knit stocking stitch and cast off but if 
you feel that this may be a technique that you'd 
really like to explore then be sure to visit www. 
ya rnspi rations.com/how-to-a rm-knitti ng . 

Here you'll find really clearly presented video 
instructions for working both knit and purl so you 
can create textured stitches like moss stitch and 
rib plus how to knit an i-cord and even the basics 
of arm crochet. 

Many of the patterns available are for simply- 
shaped projects like cowls and scarves. Mary 
Beth Temple's booklet Arm Knitting, published 
by Fox Chapel, (www.thegmcgroup.com) 
is a great place to start. Or you may want to 
develop your skills and create larger scale 
projects like garments, or even items for the 
home like rugs. For inspiration have a look at 
the work of artist Andrea Brena whose work 
Knitted Arnny uses multiple ends of yarn and 

textile off cuts 
to reinterpret 
traditional skills 
like arm knitting 
and crochet 
to create a 
series of home 
furnishings on 
a mega scale.

Marshmallow scarf 



Alternative yarn 

Q My granddaughter really loves to wear 
bright colours and has asked me to make her 
the Marshmallow scarf by Martin Storey that 
was in your Last Minute Gifts to Kn/t supplement 
back with issue 110, December 2012. The 
pattern calls for Big Wool by Rowan and my only 
problem is that I know she'll love it but I'm not so 
sure she'll be able to care for it (and won't shrink 
it when she washes it!). Can you recommend a 
cheaper yarn that's easy to care for that has the 
same lovely combination of colours? 

C Thomas by email 

A I can see why your granddaughter likes 
this scarf; it's a great combination of colours 
that will add a beautiful pop of colour to any 
outfit, plus it's super cosy to wear. The shades 
of Rowan Big Wool that Martin used are a fun 
combination of lime green, orange, pink, lilac 
and turquoise and although I haven't managed 
to find exact replacements for each colour I 
think I've come pretty close. You could try using 
Rico Essentials Super Super Chunky in Red 
(shade 14), Fawn (shade 12), Fuchsia (shade 03), 
Berry (shade 11) and Navy (shade 13). It's a blend 
of 50% wool/50% acrylic that is a little finer 
than Big Wool but you could add a few extra 
stitches to bring it up to the 30cm width of the 



original scarf. Unfortunately it's not available in 
lime green but the red I've chosen to replace it 
does work as a bright accent against the other 
shades. It is cheaper, though as it's also a blend 
of wool/acrylic (like Big Wool) it is also hand 
wash or dry clean only yarn. Perhaps it's time 
you shared the secret of washing hand knits 
with your granddaughter? 



Sweater v Jumper continued. . . 

Continuing the ongoing discussion about 
the use of the terms sweater versus jumper, I 
received this email below. I knew the original 
email would spark a lot of interest so if you have 
any further background info on the origin of 
either word then I'd love to hear from you. 

Dearjeanette, 

On the Ask Jeanette page in the January issue 
you published a letter in which, among other 
things, the writer asked about the origins of 
the word 'jumper' and 'sweater'. I thought you 
might be interested in hearing that 'jumper' 
was the American term for what, in the UK, 
we called a 'pinafore dress' (in the days when 
those were fashionable) i.e. a sleeveless dress 
worn over a blouse or thin knitted jumper (or 
'sweater'). They were popular on and off from 
the 1940s to the 1970s with women, teens and 
little girls. I had several myself over those years. 
There have even been a few around in fashion 
shops during autumn/winter this year. 

'Sweater' does indeed appear to have 
originated in America - originally as a garment 
to generate heat and sweating for weight loss 
but early in the 20th century it came to mean any 
woollen upper body garment and is often used in 
America for what us Brits call a cardigan or 'cardi'. 

And then, of course, there are 'woollies' but 
let's not confuse the poor Yanks any further.

H ave you ever enjoyed knitting something 
so much that you've wanted to tell the 
world about it? You have the urge to 
shout your love for it from the rooftops 
and maybe write an article in Knitting magazine 
to do so? Clearly I'm trying to tell you something; 
I'm in love with Stephen West's Vertices Unite 
shawl and I don't care who knows it! 

I had come across Stephen West and his 
off-the-wall, interesting and often mad designs 
(not to mention his modelling) last year and 
instantly wondered how I'd managed to miss 
him for so long. His sometimes bonkers projects 
can't help but draw you into his world of colour, 
shape, texture and eccentricity. Whilst being 
sucked into his back catalogue of crazy -and 
you must understand that when I say crazy I 
say it with pure joy in my heart for how far he 
pushes his designs - 1 came across his Westknits 
Summer Shawl KAL (knit along). He'd created 
three amazing patterns all with something pretty 
special going on, but Vertices Unite was by far 
my favourite. I just had to knit it. 

The pattern calls for five different colours of 
fingering or 4 ply yarn and I knew that, deep 
within my stash, I had various skeins of yarn 
laying unused for many years just begging to 
be part of this project. I pulled out all of the 
possibilities and at first thought that there was 
no way that the colours would go together. But 
this project was made for colours that shouldn't 
work, but do: the zanierthe better. The shawl is 



made of five sections. Three are striped and 
two are solid, but as the stripe is only two 
rows of garter stitch thick it gives a subtle 
striping effect, which really works. With some 
combinations you hardly know they're striped 
and with the solid sections you can really let one 
colour sing. I found that playing around with the 
placement of the yarn colours was half the fun. 

With this shawl I also felt like a fibre rebel. 

I really was tearing up the (perhaps non- 
existent) rulebook by putting Merino, bamboo, 
cashmere, wool, nylon and lots more Merino 
into the mix. My rebel yarn and colour decisions 
made for an exciting start to the project and, 
combined with the additional rush of de-stashing 
all that yarn, you can see why I was on cloud nine 
with this project. The colour mixing, shaping and 
different sections mean that you never get bored 
despite it being knit in garter stitch. Although 
this is perhaps the most monotonous of stitches 
it means that you can really get stuck into the 
project. You don't have to think too much, just 
plough through. As pay off I've never seen garter 
stitch look so beautiful and, of course, its 
squish and bounce is so satisfying. 

A little under two months later and I completed 



the project. This was a long but completely 
enjoyable process and I'd do it all again in a 
heartbeat. I've worn the shawl all winter long 
and love that its craziness goes with everything. 
It makes me feel like a proud knitter to wear it. 
Stephen West is now some kind of knitting idol 
to me, touched by the gods and imbued with 
the ability to make magic come out of his 
needles. So when I was chatting to a guy at a 
party recently and he told me that he knows him, 
personally, I nearly fainted. Imagine what would 
happen if I met him! It must be love...

Cast off3[2:2:2] sts at beg of foil 4[8:10:10] rows 
(19[33:33:39] sts). 

Cast off 0[3:3:3] sts at beg of foil 0[2:2:4] rows 
(19[27:27:27] sts). 

Cast off 0[4:4:4] sts at beg of foil 0[2:2:2] rows 
(19 sts).

Using 3mm needles cast on 89[93:97:101] sts.
